Mapping out a big automobile run 
from 
New 
York 
to 
Los 
Angeles 
through Gettysburg, J. 
Schreyer, of 
Allentown, is spending 
the day here 
to make hotel and 
garage 
arrange­ 
ments to accommodate 
the occupants 
of sixty or more cars. 
The run is to 
come through here in November and 
the entrants will spend at 
least one 
day, and possibly two, on the field. 
Mr. Schreyer has proved himself a 
strong advocate of Gettysburg in the 
m atter of arranging automobile tours. 
It was he who laid out the route from 
Atlanta to New York 
through here, 
and it was he who 
brought the two 
runs of the New York Herald and A t­ 
lanta 
Journal 
to 
Gettysburg. 
Mr 
Schreyer was also largely responsible 
for 
the 
big 
Glidden 
tour 
coming 
through Gettysburg several years ago 
and this morning he said, 
“You may be sure I wilt bring this 
big automobile event through 
your 
town. I am a creat friend of the town 
and admirer of the 
beauties of your 
country. Whether we lake the north­ 
ern route or the southern, Gettysburg 
will be included, and 
we 
will 
stay 
here one day in the event 
of 
going 
over the northern way, and two if we 
go south, in eaher event, Gettysburg 
will be a stopping point and the route 
we take will in? determined 
by 
our 
course from this town.” 
Mr. Schreyer states 
that, 
if 
the 
weather and road conditions are fav­ 
orable, the big run 
will go west the 
entire way over the Lincoln Highway. 
Should 
these 
conditions be adverse 
they will follow the national highway 
to Atlanta, from there to 
New 
Or­ 
leans, and Dallas and 
then 
through 
New Mexico to Southern California. 
The trip is made 
with 
sociability 
and pleasure as the 
primary objects 
and will not in any sense he a test of 
the cars entered as is 
the case in so 
many run* which have come through 
Gettysburg. 
They 
expect 
to take a 
full month or more to the journey ac­ 
cording to a schedule which 
is 
now 
being prepared. 
The Panama Pacific 
exposition is 
due to In* opened in

December I, IJH4 and the tourists ex­ 
pect to reach that

weeks later. Mr. Schreyer has not yet 
mapped out any plan

Nine cases of typhoid fever are now 
under treatment

Hospital. 
Of 
these, three are 
from the town and six from parts of 
Franklin County. 
One physician attributes the spread 
of the disease to milk. 
He says that 
some dealers are very careless in the 
m atter of serving milk in bottles. 
It 
is milk in bottles they sell; not bottl­ 
ed milk. 
It is said that there is only 
one milk firm in 
Chamliersburg that 
sterilizes with steam the milk bottles 
In-fore they are refilled and delivered 
to customers. 
On the other hand, some milk deal­ 
ers merely fib the bottles that stand 
on the front step over night. 
Others 
collect the empty bottles 
and 
refill 
them at their business pluces without 
first sterilizing The bottles. The dan­ 
ger in this practice is evident.

A Strong German Force Is Badly De­ 
fea ted In Fight. 
P aris, 
Sept. 3. — R efugees from 
Orepy-en-VuIois, in the d ep a rtm e n t of 
Oise, only twenty-five miles n o rth ea st 
of P arte, tell of a fight betw een the 
F re n c h an d G erm an s n ear that place.

"T h ere w as a m em orable encounter 
ut Ma rv ll Ie, w hich is one of th e most 
heroic episodes of th e war. 
Five thou 
sand F rench soldiers of all arras, w ith 
quick firers, engaged 20.000 G erm an in­ 
fantry. 
In spite of tieing o u tn u m b e r 
cd the F rench lient back the enem y 
from [lolnt to {xiitit in a fight lasting 
for tw elve hours. 
"In accordance w ith the general plan 
which had been d e e d e d on by the g en ­ 
erals in view of th e superior num liers 
tem porarily pressing upon them , the 
Germ an* succeeded in forcing their 
w ay steadily dow n the Meuse as far 
ss Mer.

The ventilation of a poultry house is 
very important. 
A house with tight

will contain cold, dry and pure air, 
three essentials for th e health of th* 
fowls In winter.

Btruction there will lie no drafts, but 
plenty of fresh air. Cloth curtains od 
the front o(*»uings can be dropped on 
cold nights or during stormy weather, 
and a glass window- will allow en 
trance of light at all times. 
Many ruses of colds have been cured 
by removing the south side of the 
house and allowing sunshine and cold

EXTERMINATE WHITE GRUBS. 


These Pests Are Likely to Csuee U n ­ 
told Loesee Next Year. 
I Prepared by United States department of 
agriculture. I 
The destructive May beetles, or so 
called June bugs, as was previously 
predicted by the Uuited States depart­ 
ment of agriculture, were extremely 
abundant the past spring In northeast­ 
ern 
Iowa. southern 
Wisconsin aud 
northern Illinois, parts of Minnesota, 
the southern |mrt of Michigan and 
northern Ohio; also In tuirtheastern 
Pennsylvania, SOU then stern New York, 
parts of Connecticut and New Jersey. 
This Is indicative of a great abundance 
of white grubs in I bl.5, aud. judging 
from the greater abundance of beetles 
in most of these sections last spring 
than three years ago, the grub Injury 
will lie even greater than in 1912, when 
it caused many millions of dollars 
damage. 
It Is of greatest importance, 
the department’s ipeclafists say, that 
farmers properly handle their fields 
this fall and next spring to prevent A 
repetition of the enormous losoea occa­ 
sioned iu 11H2. 
The beetles lay their eggs in land 
covered with vegetation at the time of 
their flight (May aud June); conse­ 
quently land in small grain, timothy 
aud such crops w hich cover the ground 
as welt as luiid overgrown with weeds 
at that time, are most likely to be In­ 
fested the following yeur. 
It is also 
noticeable that ground nearest timber 
will be heaviest Infested, other coiidl 
tams tieing equal, since the parent bee 
ties fetal on tree foliage and do uot tty 
great distances if they can Aud suit­ 
able places to lay their eggs near bv 
Fields likely to be infested with 
grubs should lie thoroughly plowed lie 
tween Sept. 15 aud Oct. IO. 
The date 
of plowing will del sold on latitude, uud 
the weather conditions for the grutm 
go down as cold weather approaches.
